Want One—Sharett 


There is no likelihood of war between Israel and the 
Arab states if the latter sincerely do not want it, Premier 
Moshe Sharett said yesterday in an interview with the 
United Press in Jerusalem. He pointed out that the General 
Armistice Agreement did not admit the possibility of re- 
sumption of hostilities. . 

Mr. Sharett replied to a series 


that the Armistice Agreements 
were concluded as lasting pacts 
which could be termi onl 
by mutual consent and whic 
looked towards replacement by 
permanent peace. The agree- 
ments had been a success, he 
said, insofar as they had estab- 
lished clear demarcation lines 
which had assumed the charac- 
ter of international frontiers and 
prevented a renewal of full-scale 
military hostilities. 

Mr. Sharett stated that, in 
defiance of the intention and ex- 
pressed provisions of these 
agreements, the Arab states had 
consistently refused to convert 
them into peace treaties.

I really believe there is scarcely a greater worry which inva. 
lids have te endure than the incurable hopes ot their friends. 

There is one practice against which I can speak strongly from 
actual personal experience, wide and leng. I would appeal most 
seriously te all friends, visitors, and attendants of the sick te 
leave off this practice of attempting te cheer the, sick by mak- 
ing light ef their danger and by exaggerating their probabilities 
ef recevery. : 

Supposing the patient te be possessed of commen sense—how 
can the casual visiter “cheer” him if he centradicts the opinion 
ef the experienced medical attendant. Unquestionably the latter 
may. and often dees turn ont te be wrong. But which is most 
likely te be wrong? 2 

On the other hand, there is mo one se credulous as a credul- 
ous invalid, except perhaps, the credulous friends ef a credulous 
invalid. 

How often does it happen that, ne seoner have the decter and 
nurse come te a perfect understanding a6 te what must be dene, 
than the nurse is told what ought be dene by an old friend or 
an old school-fellew who suddenly finds out that everyone, pa- 
tient, doctor, nurse, has been wrong, aad that such and such 
other management weuld answer better; and everything is upset, 
confidence is destreyed er disturbed; everyone is annoyed, bat 
enly ene person is injured, apd that is the patient. 

Se alse as to all the advice showered so profusely upon the 
sick, te leave off some coceupation, te try some ether decter, some 
ether heuse, pill, pewder, or specific. I say nothing of the in- 
consistency, fer these advisers are sure te be the same ns 
whe exhorted the sick man net te believe his own doctor, — 
“deeters are always mistaken,” but te believe some ether doctor. 
because “this doctor is always right.” 

A sick person dees se enjoy hearing good news:— for instance, 
of «a love and courtship, while in progress te a geed ending. If 
yea tell him enly when the marriage takes „ he loses half 
the pleasure, which Ged knows he has little enough of: and ten 
te one but you have told bin ef some leve-making with a bad 
ending. 

A sick person alse intensely enjeys hearing of any material 
much ef books and fiction, of principles, ef precepts, and theeries;
